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A TRIBUTE

Season’s opening at the Cape Playhouse 
is a magic time compounded of santicipa- 
tion and reminiscence. Oldtimers recognize 
oldtimers all through the audience. Re- 
cognition recalls all the past good times 
together and sharply whets expectations 
of good times to come. 


This week the curtain is rising upon the 
29th Dennis season and a friendly, familiar 
face is missing for perhaps the first time 
in these 29 years. Donald G. Trayser’s first 
night reviews spanned this more than 
quarter century of Playhouse life. His 
pieces for the programs have been pleasant 
reading after season. Mr. Trayser died 
suddenly at 52 in April. 


In this Playhouse the name of Don 
Trayser can stir only happy memories. 
They crowd richly forward. For the pro- 
gram which opened the Silver Jubilee 
season of 1951 Mr. Trayser wrote: 


“To many people, and I am one, the 
Playhouse is more than just a summer 
theatre. Rather, it is a Cape Cod institu- 
tion, and without it life here would be 
infinitely more prosaic. To many of us, 
Playhouse playgoing has become a sort 
of ritual, a custom, a habit if you will, 
and a most agreeable one.” 

Don Trayser’s readable, understanding 
and favorite reviews encouraged summer 
theatre-going. From his long background 
of newspaper reporting he drew many 
fascinating reminiscences. The Playhouse

and Cape Cod have lost an enthusiast 
and an historian. Both are the better for 
his devotion. 


Don Trayser came from Wisconsin to 
Cape Cod as a young reporter. Until he 
became clerk of courts reporting was his 
livelihood. His avocation first and last 
became Cape Cod. In an editorial tribute 
The Falmouth Enterprise said: 


“As he crossed and cris-crossed the 
peninsula in his new search, Don quickly 
came to care for the people, the hills, 
sand, scrub trees and sea. He was fas- 
cinated by the atmosphere and deeply 
curious about the history of this land. 
Don should have been born a Cape Cod- 
der. Since he wasn’t he became one. His 
life was devoted to knowing and serving 
Cape Cod.” 

Don Trayser began at the beginning to 
chronicle the story of the Cape Playhouse. 
He was the newspaperman to whom Ray- 
mond Moore confided his dream of a sum- 
mer theatre. Together on a blustery March 
day in 1927 they walked across the cow 
pasture upon which in a few weeks Moore 
transformed an abandoned meetinghouse 
into a theatre. 


Don reported Raymond Moore’s success 
and the coming of Richard Aldrich. He 
saw Gertrude Lawrence make her Dennis 
bow. He reported the Aldrich-Lawrence 
July Fourth wedding. In his library Don

treasured his Playhouse programs. He had 
only to thumb them over to bring mem- 
ories of the Playhouse crowding to life. 

The newspaperman became a respected 
and useful public official. He still found 
time for historical research, for playgoing 
and play reviewing. He contributed his 
zeal and skill to Cape Cod Hospital, to 
Cape Cod Chamber of Commerce. Of late 
he had been working hard for restoration 
of a historic West Parish Meeting House in 
Barnstable. 

Don Trayser’s life was short. It was also 
rewarding. Cape Codders treasure his 
memory.
